versation with me about my journal- 
istic work. I was rather surprised 
that he should take any interest in 
such a matter, for no American cor- 
respondent was a part of the Euro- 
pean system, being usually employed 
to gather the news as it was publish- 
ed and transmit it to American news- 
papers, 

Among other things Count de V. 
asked me if I corresponded with any 
other than American papers. I re- 

* plied that I had a commission to send 
news to an English paper whenever | 
: had anything special to send, where- 
upon he asked me to breakfast with 
him the next morning. promising that 
he would give me an item.

A PRINCE’S HOUSELOLD. 


James |.’s Son Had an Establishment 
With 400 Servant-. 


Now, when the titles, styles, and 
appange of the young Prince ot Wales 
are coming into such promiuence, it 
is interesting to notice how, in the 
seventeenth century, anotner Prince 
of Wales set up housekeeping, says 
Modern Society, 

He was Heury, the eldest son of 
our first Stuart King, tte Scottish 
James, whose ideas of royal state had 
hitherto been limited by tue grim 
walls of such castles as Sturiing and 
tdinburga, Linlithgow, Faiklanu, and 
their like. But now+tne waster of 
windsor, Greeuwich, Whitehall, and 
half a score of other kingly abodes. 
vaiues Stuart ssavvk oUt pis feathers 
and felt himself indeed a mouaren. 

One of his tirst cares was to create 
his boy Prince of Wales aud a Garter 


Knight, and to install him in St 
James’ Palace, with his own house 
nold, stables, and guards — a Court 


second only to his own in stateliuess. 
The houseuold cousisted of more than 
four huudred persons, over wuom, 
child as he was, Henry ruled with a 
decorum and graceful kind.iness that 
made him both the pride of his courti- 
ers and the darling of the populace. 

The palace itse:f was then pretty 
much as it is to-day, aithougn its im 
mediate surroundings were so vusti) 
difierent. Henry Viil. had built it 
upon the site of a monastery and hos- 
pital for lepers which had stuod in 
the “Westminster meadows.” Here, 
with Holbein’s help, he built ‘a mug 
nilicent and goodly house,’’ which he 
presented to his second bride, Anne 
Boleyn, during the brief season of 
her ascendancy over his heart and 
purse. The initials H. and A. can 
still be seen entwined with a true- 
lover’s knot on the fire-place of tae 
old Presence Chamber of the palace. 

The young Prince of Wales had a 
country-house at Bramshill, down in 
the Berkshire woods, and he had his 
own suite of roums in Theobalds, un- 
other of his father’s palaces. But St. 
James’ was his real and best-loved 
tome. Here he lived and here he 
died—‘‘the handsomest in body, the 
knightliest in minds of all the Stuart 
race.” 

It is idle to speculate how different 
our history might have been had this 
kingly boy lived to fill the English 
throne in place of his brother Charles, 
whose reign was so disastrous; but 
it is interesting to picture him in 
the old Tudor palace, riding forth 
through the gateway we moderns 
know so well, his hawk on wrist, his 
hounds careering at his horse’s heels 
—for there were herons in the Chel- 
sea marshes and wild duck among the 
reeds of Battersea; and plover and 

artridges could be shot in the lonely 
find beyond the Tyburn stream and in 
the fields outside the mulberry gar- 
dens on the road to the village of 
Kensington. 

There were deer in the royal park 
of Hyde, but King James kept these 
for his own hunting; and although 
he adored his son, every sportsman 
can see the jealousies and reserves 
that come cropping up when game is 
in question! 

Prince Henry quite understood. He 
contented himself with the fur and 
feather of the open country, and left 
the royal stags in Hyde Park for the 
days when the King invited him to 
join the hunting party. There was 
good sport to be had in the country 
west of London City in the Stuarts’ 
days. 


Depend on Rain Water, 


Bermuda is a cameo. set in liquid 
opal. Within the fringe of outlying 
reefs the water is mottled by the 
tints of the ledges and sea growths 
beneath it. This opal effect com- 
prises all the water immediately sur- 
rounding the crescent-shaped chain of 
islands. Seen from one of the heights 
of the islands Bermuda is an intuaglio 
for from every height surrounded by 
the sea the water at a little distunce 
looks higher than the land. The in- 
taglio seems carved with picturesque 
irvegularity.

There is 
no level ground there, every shower 
flushes the islands into the bays and 
the outgoing tides carry the rain 
sweepings to sea. , The dust ig to 
heavy that except in a stiff breeze it 
doesn’t rise as high as the roofs of 
the low buildings and it never reaches 
the higher grounds where sit the pic- 
turesque villas of the winter residents. 

There are no fresh water springs 
in Bermuda. The islands depend for 
drinking water upon rain caught on 
the roofs. It is as clear as spring 
water and it never has: any bad ef- 
fect on tourists. The ice, frozen arti- 
ficially from the rain water, is used 
freely in the water drunk, for it is 
as clear as the rain itself, 

The cement roofs tor catching water 
are a feature of Bermuda. Almost 
every building has one. They show 
as white patches amid the verdure of 
the hillsides and add to the cameo 
like appearance of the towns and 
their surroundings. Even the roofs of 
the churches are designed to catch 
water.

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A PENALTY FOR FIRES 


RAILWAY COMPANIES TO BE 
HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Conservation Commission Report that 
Over Thirty Per Cent. of the Forest 
Fires are Caused by Railway 
Locomotives—Are Advising Legis- 
lation to Prevent the Enormous 
Annual Fire Losses. 
Ottawa.—Apprehension has been ex- 

pressed by the railway officials at the 

proposed legislation regarding fires 
set by locomotives, which was fore- 
shadowed by Hon. Clifford  Sifton, 
chairman of the commission of con- 
servation in an address recently de- 


livered before the Ottawa Canadian 
club, 
An interview given by a leading 


railway official subsequently appear- 
ed in the press, questioning the re- 
liability of the statisiics of railway 


fires compiled by the commission of | 


conservation, and attacking the pro- 
posed legislation, When confronted 
with this interview M. J. Patton, act- 
ing secretary of the commission of 
conservation, said: 

“The raiiroad man who gave that 
interview was not informed of facts. 
The statistics representing fires set by 
railways as given by Mr. Sifton in his 
recent address are from the most au- 
thentic source. When it was known 
early in the season that the forest fire 
losses this year would likely be 
heavy the commission of conserva- 
tion despatched expert officials to 
visit the scenes of various fires and 
investigate causes. 

‘The reports of these men have been 
made and show that over thirty per 
cent. of the forest fires for which 
definite causes could be assigned were 
caused by railway locomotives. This 
information was gathered by thor- 
oughly experienced men and is of the 
most reliable sort. 

‘The Conservation commission, in 
advising Iegislation to prevent the 
enormous annual fire losses from this 
cause, made sure that their recom- 
mendations should be backed at home 
with facts that were in no wise open 
to question. 

‘Then there is a most inexcusable 
ignorance displayed regarding the leg- 
islation the commission is asking the 
government to pass. The  s atement 
that the enactment of the legislation 
recommended would hold railways re- 
sponsible for all fires adjacent to their 
lines is not true. Nothing of the kind 
has ever been proposed. What the 
commission did recommend was that 
the railways should be liable to a 
peers, for all fires actually caused 

y sparks from tchir locomotives and 
for all fires which were allowed to 
spread from their'right of way to ad- 
jacent lands. 

They will not be held liable for fires 
if they can show that they had on 
their locomotives the best modern ap- 
pliances to prevent the emission of 
sparks; that their employes had 
shown no negligence in conducing to 
starting or preventing of fires, and 
that they had a properly equipped fire 
fighting staff to check fires once 
started. 

“In other words, railways are to be 
liable to a penalty for fires they start, 
unless they can show that they have 
used every reasonable precaution to 
prevent damage ‘from that s.urce. No 
fair-minded man can s9y_ thet such 
legislation would be unreasonable.”

Lafion, chief pilot of the Antionette 
school of aviation, were killed by an 
80-foot fall from their Antionette 
monoplane. 

Lafiion’s wife witnessed the tragedy. 
Within 15 minutes of the time she 
kissed her daring husband farewell, 
she threw herself in a paroxyism of 
grief over his mangled body. She is 
in a critical condition from the 
shock. 

Lafiion was piloting the machine, 
and Paula, the owner of the mono- 
plane, was a passenger. They. were 
contesting for a $20,000 prize offered 
for the speediest two-passenger flight 
from Paris to Brussels and _ return. 
When almost directly over Hangar 
the machine capsized. Lafiion made 
frantic efforts to right the falling 
craft, but it dashed to the ground, 
turning over twice in descending. 
Lafion fell a few feet distant from the 
wreck and his head was crushed and 
his right arm driven into his cnest. 
The marquis was caught in the 
wreckage. ; 

Both men were unconscious. They 
were taken to Boncaicault hospital, 
Paula dying as he was being carried 
into the hospital and Lafion a few 
minutes later. Lafion was 27 years 
old and one of the best known of 
French instructors. Paula had done 
little flying himself, but was one of 
the chief promoters of the sport, 
spending much of his great wealth in 
furthering the sport. 


$90,000 FOR ALBERTA SCHOOLS 


Minister of Education Decides to Dis- 
tribute Portion of the Funds of 
the Educational Tax 


Calgary.—The minister of education 
has decided to distribute a portion o 
the funds derived from the educatonal 
tax whch is each year levied on as- 
sessable lands situated outside estab- 
lished school districts. 

The act provides for a division of 
the revenue obtained from t >is source 
in the following proportion—20 per 
cent. for the provincial university, 50 
per cent. for our elementary public 
schools, 15 per cent. for the secondary 
departments of these schools and 15 
per cent. for an initial grant to new 
school districts organized from lands 
which have been contributing towards 
this tax. 

The amount now being distributed 
among the schools of the province 
amounts to about $90,000, over 80 
per cent. of which will go to the ele- 
mentary schools. . 

This distribution does not by any 
means exhaust the fund, so that from 
time to time similar distributions will 
be made. 


AN ANARCHIST’S DEN 


Gardstein’s Home Had a Quantity of 
Explosives, Weapons, and Bul- 
tets—Anarchist Literature 
London.—According to the Daily 
Telegraph, the search by. the. police 
for the Houndsditch burglars who 
shot several policemen to death a few 
nights ago, has led to the discovery 
of a complete anarchist: ars:nsl in 
the house in Gold street, Stepney, 
formerly occupied by the dead burg- 
lar, Gardstein.

Victoria, B. C.—Disquieting condi- | 
tions which may give rise to serious 
trouble between Japan “and China, if 
not between Russia and China also, | 
are reported by the Tokit Kokumina, 
according to advices received here 
by the steamship Tacoma Maru.

When the manoeuvres of Japanese 
troops in Manchuria were being ar- 
ranged in November, Chinese troops 
were sent to the scene, and only 
through the action on the part of the 
Japanese was this force withdrawn. 

Since then Chinese troons and po- 
lice along the Antung-Mukden railway 
have instigated Chinese coolies to in- 
timidate Korean laborers, with the 
result that a battle between a thou- 
sand Chinese and Koreans lasted for 
three days. 


TRIP DOWN MACKENZIE RIVER 


Earl Grey Will be Met at Mouth of 
Mackenzie River by the 
Cruiser Rainbow 
Ottawa.—If the present plans for 
Earl Grey’s trip down the Mackenzie 
river to the Arctic are carried out, 
his excellency will be met at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie by the cruis- 


er Rainbow of the Canadian navy, 
now stationed on the Pacific coast as 
a training ship. 

It is proposed that Earl Grey shall 
make his start from Edmonton in the 
early summer, and as in the case of 
the trip to Hudson bay, his excellency 
will be escorted by a detachment of 
Northwest police. 

It is estimatted that it will take not 
more than three weeks to make the 
journey down the Mackenzie, By 
steamboat from the mouth of the 
Mackenzie to Victoria will be four 
thousand miles. Special preparations 
will be taken as to navigation. 
Details of the trip are now being 
considered and unless something un- 
foreseen happens it will be made.

Canada’s Exports Increase 
Ottawa.—A report to the trade and 
commerce department from the com- 
missioner at Cape Town states that 
while the flour imports from the 
United States and Argentine are de- 
creasing. those from Oanada_ and 
Australia are increas'ng raridly. Out 
of 67,551 tons imported last year 65,- 
159 came from Canada. The value of

Mr. Ogilvie Estimates That Three 
Million Acres Can be Made at 
Reasonable Cost 

Ottawa.—Hon. Wm. Ogilvie has 
been with an exploration party in 
the unknown parts of the Northwest 
and the Nelson and Saskatchewan 
rivers for the purpose of securing ac- 
curate information regarding the loca- 
tion of unknown water falls contigu- 
ous to these rivers and to determine

;This is “going some.” even for Old 
} Bol, but there are younger suns, like 
Sirius, that glow with an even bigher 
temperature, nét to mention those vast 
orbs in the uttermost depths of space 
whose fierce light, traveling. 8,000,000 
times faster than an express train, re- 
quires thousands of years to make the 
journey to our earth. 

Considering these facts, one must be 
impressed with the exceedingly nar 
row physical limits within whicb life 
exists on this planet. A few degrees 
more or less of heat or cold ahd the 
phenomena we call life would ceuse,and 
a blankness of which we can form no 
real conception would follow. In en- 
deavoring to form a mental picture of 
such a world we are reminded of

Keep the Mind Busy. 

But are these goed hut weather prob- 
lems? isn’t *he latest “best seller” 
@ more appropriate subject for the 
“dog days?’ Not necessarily. Any 
thing tbat will really make’ you think 
in bot weather and keep the mind 
from dwelling on a misfortune which 
cannot be helped and which comes 
regularly every season is of value ip 
preventing the physical ills due to 
bigb temperature. Barring babies and 
those who ure unfortunate enough to 
be compelled to overexert themselves 
physically in the broiling beat, most 
of the illness and physical depression 
that afflict people during the heated 
term are due to vapid mind wandering 
and to drink. 

People who have something worth 
while to think about are not wasting 
much time in abusing the weather. 
This does not mean that it is wise to 
work at high pressure, either physical- 
ly or mentally, during the extreme hot 
spelis.. On the contrary, there should 
be a slowing down of exertion and an 
avoidance of excitement. But occupa- 
tion will lighten the mental. strain and 
depression which are such. important 
factors in causing beat prostration. 


Evil Influence of Drink. 

I hesitute to stute that alcohol taken 
freely lowers the body temperature 
lest some one seize this'’as ap excuse 
for drinking in the heated term, It is 
true, bowever, that alcohol reduces the 
body temperature and is therefore a 
dangerous drink in cold weather. But 
it does not follow that alcohol is indi- 
cated in ‘bot weather. Alvohol is an 
anaesthetic and depressant, lessening 
the bodily resistance to disease and so 
affecting the nervous system that it is 
peculiarly, vulnerable to beat strokes 
or thermic fever as well ax to grip, 
pneumonia and otber cold weather 
maladies. , 

During the heated term it is wise to 
keep out of annoying conferences and 
Gisputes. Heat induces a pecullariy 
sensitive and irritable condition, which 
fs aptiy described by the phrase “car- 
|. gying a chip on ove’s shoulder.” 


Dressing For the Weather. 
Some persons are guided'by (he cal- 
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give poise to the circulation and de- 
velop a resistance to cold weather perils 
of grip, bronchitis, etc. A tepid bath in 
the evening will often prove refresbing 
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endar instead of the thermometer mn 
the matter of clothing. During moder- 
ate winter weather they are overdress- 
ed, and in extreme hot weather they 
continue to wear elothing adapted to 
temperate summer heat. 

The wisest pian ls.to dress esperially 
for the weather. We should have 
extra light clothing for torrid weather, 
just as we should have extra heavy 
outer clothing for blizzard weather. 

Lightweight and light colored cloth. 
ing Is most healthful when the bent 
and bumidity are eccemive. The ex- 


treme conservatism of Americans in 
the matter of dress and a fear of be- 
ing conspicuous have deterred many 
people in the northern section of the 
country from adopting white duck, lin- 
ep crash or white flannel suits during 
the extreme summer weather. 

It is nut uncommon to see dark col- 
ored, thick clothing, mote appropriate 
for spring wear, worn with dumb and 
patient persistency right through the 
sizzling beat of midsummer. Even an 
occasional stifiy starcbed shirt bosom 
may be noticed. 

Loose, light colored, porous clothing 
will exert a marvelous influence for 
comfort. The money wasted in futile 
attempts to quench thirst would be 
better expended on a linen suit and 
linen mesh underwear. 

On the other hand, neck mufflers 
and heavy furs worn during moderate 
winter weather simply invite colds, 
grip and pneumonia by rendering the 
wearer unduly dependent on such gar- 
ments, Furthermore, during moderate 
weather heavy furs are a burden and 
induce fatigue and depression. Com- 
mon sense should be exercised in such 
matters and due allowance made for 
individual peculiarities of constitution. 
Old people and invalids may require 
extra protection against cold, but the 
average individual should endeavor to 
become adapted to the wearing of 
medium weight clothing for ordinary 
winter weather and take extra precau- 
tions when “blizzard” weather is to be 
faced. 

Bathing and the Weather. 

The daily morning shower or plunge 
will brace the nervous system for the 
ordeal of a hot day; likewise it will 


and soothing. A cold bath at night 
may prove exciting rather than cool- 
ing and restful. 

Children should not be allowed to 
paddle around in the water with beads 
exposed to the sun. A sea dip is good 
for them, but they should not ‘be per- 
mitted to play around the water up 
less their. tender little brains ure well 
protected froin the sun's rays. Covl 
feet and bot head make a bad combina- 
tion. 


Restful Sleep Necessary. 

Restful sleep is very necessary to re- 
store the nervous system exhausted by 
prolonged bot weather. Late suppers 
and indiscretions in eating and drink. 
ing are often responsible for disturbed 
sleep. Care in this regard is especially 
necessary when the beat and humidity 
are extreme, 

A tepid bath before retiring will 
often prove efficient in promoting rest- 
ful sleep. : | 


Diet and the Weather. 

It is not wise to starve oneself in 
hot weather. But there is little risk 
of this happening in prosperous Amer 
ica, ‘The fact that the poor of India 
are starved for fats and proteids is no 
proof that any considerable number 
of people.in this country are underfed, 
Ov the contrary, the average Ameri 
can family probably eats too much 
most of the time aud especially during 
the heated term. 3 

If much exercise is taken a fairly 
generous diet will be required to sup- 
ply energy and repair tissue waste. If 
a pretty quiet physical existence is led | 
a light diet is the rational course 
Green vegetables sbould have the 
preference over meat. Milk is not u 
good hot weather food for an adult 
and should be withdrawn from the 
cbild or infant at the first sign of 
bowel trouble, Soda fountain drinks 
are better than beer or gin tizzes, bul 
water is the beat thirst quencher. 

In the cold weather the proportion 
of fats and starches, which are beat 
and energy producers, may be in | 
creased. Milk is a more valuable food 
in cold weather than ip bot weather 
and is less likely to be contaminated 
by germs In winter season. It is not 
ap ideul food for the average aduit, 
bowever, who sbould be able to secure 
sufficient fat from the elements of a 
mixed diet, It should be borne inp 
mind that there is a close relationship 
between constipation and intestinal 
toxemia and susceptibility to colds 
Congestion of the oasal passages 
seems to be directly caused in many 
cases by the so called “bilious” state, 
This is simply a toxic condition due to 
overeating or faulty eating. Rich, 
indigestible foods. and especially after 
theater suppers, ure frequently respon- 
sible for attacks of grip and other win- 
ter troubles. 

As | bave stated, alcohol is not a real 
food at any time, and in the wiaster 
time it distinctly lowers the resistance 
to such diseases as pneumonia, cop 
sumption, bronchitia, ete.

In, most cold weather complaints 
heat is the emergency remedy. The 
hot foot bath, bot drinks sucb as flax- 
seed tea, ginger tea, lemonade, etc. 
are really of wonderful service in 
abating colds, grip, etc., especially if 
they are taken in a proper manner and 
a good perspiration induced. ‘The dan- 
ger of taking extra cold after such 
treatment has been greatly exagger- 
ated.

“Along the rond—and this ts charac.

writes the Peking correspondent of the 
London Times. “it ts the national 
failing to spend nothing ov repairs, to 
build and then jeave the building to 
fall gradually into decay and ruin. 
Nor is anything cleaned, aod the squal- 
or that is a feature even of the impe 
tial palace in l’eking is wost extraordi- 
nary. A few wiles out of Honanfu 
there is a tine stone bridge of five 
arches, but the piers ure falling away, 
the parapet bas disappeared, and the 
flagstones with which it is paved have 
greut gaps and hollows, su that the 
cart rumbles aud crashes and bumps 
across it in a way thut would break 
any but a Chinese springiess cart. To 
repvir is no one’s business.” 

At another stage in his journey he 
remarks: “Perbaps to some extent the 
anticipated coming of a railway, which 
will kill the present cart traffic, may 
account for the shocking condition of 
the native inns, With railway exten- 
sion in the air there is no inducement 
for the innkeeper to spend money on 
the upkeep of his bovel. Nothing is re- 
paired. Their filth and squalor are 
amazing. In the inn yard the well bas 
its mouth below the level of the soil, 
so that water which is spilled may 
flow back into the well and carry with 
it the surface drainage.

Amundsen’s plan is to enter the polar 
basin by way of Bering strait and then 
drift with the ice, While it is not his 
special object to attain the pole, he 
hopes that the course of the drift may 
take him across or close to it. The 
increase of geographical knowledge is 
his aim, and he expects to be absent 
about four years.—Youth’s Companion,

He regards 
the evidence as stroug that tbe canals 
are not simply new fo astronomers, 
but new to Mars. Mensurement of 
their dimensions show each of them to 
be 1,000 miles long and some twenty 
miles wide, The Canyon of the Colo- 
rado would be a secondary offair in 
comparison.

RELIC OF THE VIKINGS 


VISIT OF NORSEMEN TO CANADA 
IS PROVEN BY STONE. 


Runic Carvings on Rocks Found Near 
Yarmouth, N.S., Go to Show That 
the Stories of the Scandinavian 
Trip to America In the Tenth 
Century Are Authentic~Learned 
Archaeologist Is Satisfied. 


Beveral years ago a discovery was 
made on the Bay of Fundy shore, 
near Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, thal 
goes far to prove that Norsemen visit 
this continent many years before 
Columbus. On this stone, which wag 
discovered by Dr. Fletcher, were 
runic inscriptions. Photograps were 
taken and sent to several noted 
savants, with requests for their opin. 
ion as to the meaning -of the inscrip- 
tion. 

Prof. Henry Phillips, that learned 
archaeologist, gave a complete de. 
scription and translation of the let 
ters cut on the stone as follows: 

“In 1875 a rubbing produced from 
the stone was placed in my handy 
for investigation. Since that time 1 
have carefully considered the circum. 
stances of the case and have become 
ultimately satisfied of its bona fide 
nature, that the inscription is neither 
a modern fraud, nor the work of the 
wayward playfulness of the leisure 
hours of the sportive redskin. Hav-

ing become imbued with a belief that 
no deception was intended or prac- 
ticed, I entered upon a study of the 
markings with a mind totally and 
entirely free from prejudice So far 
from believing that ‘the iuscription 
was a relic of the pre-Columbian dis- 
covery of America, I had never given 
any credence to that theory. I there- 
fore approached the subject entirely 
unbiased in my opinion; in fact, 
somewhat prejudiced against the 
authenticity of any inscription on 
this continent purporting to emanate 
from the hardy and intrepid Norse- 
men. 

“The difficulty of interpreting these 
markings was greatly increased on 
account of the nature of the material 
on which the rubbing had been tak- 
en, and the fact that in the runic al- 
phabets the letters frequently have 
many varying values and forms. 
But, like a kaleidoscope, word after 
word appeared in disjointed forms, 
and each in turned rejected, until at 
last an intelligible word came forth, 
followed by another and another, 
until a real sentence with a meaning 
stood forth to my astonished gaze: 
‘Harkussen men varu’—‘Harko’s son 
addressed the men.’ Now, in the 
expedition of Thorfinn™ Karlfsefne in 
1007 the name of Haki appears among 
the mumber of those who accom- 
panied him.” 

This opinion, coming as it does 
from such a distinguished source, 
leaves little doubt that nearly five 
hundred years before Columbus set 
foot on this continent -the Norse 
voyagers from Europe visited the 
shores of Nova Scotia and left be- 
hind them an evidence of their land- 
ing.
